No. 44 / V ) for the 
year April 1985– – March 1968 , is given in the Annexure I to this Public Notice 
and shall be applicable with effect from 1st April 1990 .

3 . The applications should reach the Registrar of Newspapers for India , or 
the Chief Controller of Imports and Exports , New Delhi, as the case may be, by 
the 15th August, 1965 . 

4 . The entitlement of individual newspapers / periodicals for newsprint and 
indigenous white printing paper , other than Nepa newsprint, will be determined 
by the Registrar of Newspapers for India , New Delhi, on the following basis :- - 

(1) Page area and average number of pages per publishing day in 1957; 
( II) Regularity of publication during 1964 ; and 
(HI) Average circulation during April 1961- - March 1962 . 
NOTES . - ( 1 ) Where a newspaper / periodical commenced publication after 

the years mentioned in ( i ) and ( iii ) above, or where the page area , 
average number of pages and average circulation of newspaper , pcrio 
dical were revised subsequently , the page area , average number of 
pages and average circulation to be taken into account will be those 
on the basis of which a quota was allotted to the newspaper / periodical 
concerned in 1964 - 65 , but the 20 per cent increase allowed in terms 
of Public Notice No. 132 - ITC (PN ) / 63 , dated the 16th October, 1963, 
to daily newspapers ( including their Sunday editions ) with average 
circulation between 10 ,000 and 50,000 copies will be taken into account 

as follows: 
( 1 ) Upto the full extent of the additional circulation permitted in October , 

1963 – March , 1964, for allocation of newsprint, in the case of daily 
newspapers (including their Sunday editions ) which had a circula -, 

tion above 10, 000 and upto 25 ,000 copies in 1961- 62 ; and 
( li) Upto 50 per cent of the additional circulation permitted in October , 

1963 - March , 1964 , for allocation of newsprint in the case of daily 
newspapers ( including their Sunday editions ) which had a circula 
tion above 25 , 000 and , below 50 , 000 copies in 1961 - 62 , the balance 
50 per cent being allotted in Indigenous white printing paper, other 
than Nepa newsprint.

If any newspaper in the category ( i) or ( ii ) above did not attain the 20 

per cent increase in 1964 -65 , the unutilised quantity will be adjusted 

against its entitlement for 1965 - 66 . 
( 2 ) Where the entitlement of a newspaper / periodical on the basis of the 

page area and the average number of pages in 1957 and average cir 
culation in 1961- 62 exceeds the entitlement calculated on the basis of 
page area and average number of pages actually published in 1964 -65 
and average circulation during that year , the latter will be taken into 

account. 
( 3 ) The entitlement of daily newspapers and their Sunday editions (even if 

these Sunday editions bear different titles and are registered with the 
Registrar of Newspapers for India separately ) will be worked out 

together. 
5 . Import licences or authorisations for the entitlement worked out in accord 
ance with remark 4 above will be issued in the following manner :

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Notes. --- 1 . Glazed newsprint will be allotted only to those newspapers and 

periodicals wnich had been getting licences for it regularıy in the 
past . 


2 . Siandard devsprint licensed from free resources will have to be imported 

against contrauts entered into with specific suppliers in the foreign 
countries, 


3 . Nepa newsprint in lots of less than 10 .00 metric tonnes will not normally 

be allotted . Newspapers and periodicals whose annual entitlement 
of Nepa newsprint amounts to less than 10 .00 metric tonnes will be 
ailowed the whole quantity in imported newsprint. 


4 . All allotments will be subject to marginal adjustments . 


6 . With the exception of newspapers / periodicals mentioned in the succeeding 
remarks, it will not be possible to meet the demand of newspapers and periodicals 
for additional newsprint and / or indigenous white printing paper , other than Nepa 
newsprint, on account of increase in their periodicity , page area , number of pages 
and circulation . However, within the authoirised quota of newsprint and / or 
indigenous white printing paper for the licensing period , each newspaper or perio 
dical will be free to adjust its periodicity , page area , number of pages and circula 
tion to meet its individual requirements . 


7 . Existing newspapers and periodicals with a circulation of less than 10 ,000 
copies in 1961-62 , wili, on application , be allowed to increase their circulation 
upto 10 , 000 copies, or by 25 per cent. of their circulations during April, 1961 -- 
March , 1962 , whichever is less . Where increase in circulation was permitted in 
1963-64 and / or 1964 -65, the 25 per cent. increase, subject to a maximum circula 
tion upto 10 ,000 copies , will be permitted over and above that allowed in 1963-64 
and / or 1964 - 65 and will be calculated on the circulation attained in April 1964 
March 1965 . However , the newspapers and periodicals , whose circulation in 1961 
62, etc ., was below 5 ,000 copies per publishing day , will , on application , be allowed 
free increase in circulation upto 5 , 000 copies . The additional entitiement on this 
account will be allotted in newsprint. 


8 . The existing daily newspapers ( including their Sunday editions ) with an 
average circulation above 10 , 000 copies will be allotted indigenous white printing 
paper , other than Nepa newsprint, at the rate of 124 per cent. of their gross 
untitlement of newsprint and indigenous white printing paper , vide remark 4 
above , for meeting the demand for increase in circulation . 


9 . Existing dailies , including their Sunday editions, which were publishing in 
1957, or in the year in which they commenced publication , or were allowed to 
publish later on , two , four or six pages per publishing day , or less , will, on 
application , be allowed to increase the number of their pages upto a maximum 
of four, six and cight per publishing day, respectively . No page increase will, 
however, be ailowed in the case of periodicals or in the case of daily newspapers, 
including their Sunday editions, to whom permission for increase in pages has 
already been accorded in 1963 -64 or 1964 - 65 . 


10 . ( a ) ( i) New periodicals.-- -New periodicals will be allowed generally to 
develop and build - up an average circulation upto the maximum limit of 5 ,000 
copies of 8 pages of standard size of a daily newspaper during the first three 
months after the commencement of publication . They will be granted only 50 per 
cent. of their entitlement in imported newsprint. 


( ii ) New daily newspapers. ----New daily newspapers will be allowed generally 
an initial quota to develop and build up an average circulation to the maximum 
limit of 5 ,000 copies of eight pages per publishing day during the first three months 
aller commencement of publication . During these three months, indigenous neg s 
print manufactured by Nepa Mills will normally be allotted . As a concession , this 
üllotment may , however , on application , be converted into 50 per cent. Nepii and 
50 per cent. imrorted newsprint . The quantity of imported newsprint so allowed 
will be adjusted against the entitlement for imported newsprint for the substquen : 
months. 
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(b ) After three months of publication , the newspapers and periodicals will 
be required to producc evidence (Chartered Accountant s Certificate in the forn 
given in Annexure II to this Public Notice ) to show the average circulation 
achicved and the average page area and number of pages printed during the 
first threc inonths. If they attain the targetled average circulation , on the run 
ber of pages and size allowed , they will continue to receive newsprint quota for 
the rest of the licensing period for the number of copies , size and average number 
of pages initially allowed . If, however , they do not achieve the targetted average 
circulation and print the average number of pages in the size allowed during the 
three months triul period , thcy will be allowed newsprint quota for the average 
circulation actually achieved and the average number of pages and page area 
actually printed . Newsprint will be allotted to periodicals upto 50 per cent of 
their entitlement only . 


( c ) Existing newspapers and periodicals which did not obtain clearance for 
the use of newsprint or licences / authorisations therefor till 1964 -65 will be treat 
ed in the same manner as new newspapers and periodicals . 


11 . It will not be possible to allocate any quota of newsprint to newspaper 
chains, groups and multiple units for publication of new periodicals and news 
papers . 


NOTE . — Chains, groups and multiple units are those that have been cate 

gorised in Chapter V on pages 70 to 88 of the Annual Report of the 
Registrar of Newspapers for India , 1964 , Part I . 


12 . Newspapers and periodicals which serve mainly as advertisement media 
or house magazines for particular firms or individuals will not be given any 
licences / authorisations for newsprint. 


13 . The publishers and / or printers of newspapers / periodicals should furnish 
the following intormation / documents with their appucation , separately in respect 
of eacn puplication : 


( i) Title of the newspaper / periodical and the date from which it is regu 

larly published ; 


(ii) Area of the page of newspaper / periodical (in sq. inches ) . 


( iii ) Average number of pages per issue, including supplements , during 1957, 

or tne first year of publication ; 


( iv ) Periodicity of issue and language of the newspaper / periodical and 

whether it has been in regular publication from the 1st January , 
1964 to the 31st December , 1964, indicating the actual number of days 
of publication ; 


( v ) Average circulation per publishing day during the period April 1961 

March , 1963 , indicating the paid and free (including complimentary , 
voucher , exchange , bonus, sample and office copies only ) circulation , 
separately . Copics representing unsold returns and other copies 
which might have been printed , but not actually sold or distributed 
free as complimentary , voucher copies , etc ., should not be included 
in the circulation statement, but shown separately . The number of 
copies distributed free, unsold returns or any other copies printed 
but neither sold nor distributed free would be taken into considera 
tion for purposes of allotment of newsprint, provided these represent 
a reasonable percentage of the print order . The circulation should 
be certified by a Chartered Accountant where it exceeds 2 , 000 copies 
per publishing day . The certificate should be in the form given in 
Annexure II to this Public Notice. Chartered Accountant s Certif 
cate in the form given in Annexure II - certifying the page area , 
the average number of pages and monthwise average circulation 
during April 1964 – March 1965 , should also be furnished in those 
cases where the circulation exceeds 2 , 000 copies. 


(vi ) Sample copy of an issue bearing the date of 1st April, 1965 , or the date 

nearest to it . 
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— 
( vii ) Whether the newspaper / periodical is registered with the Registrar of 

Newspapers for India , and , if so , the registration number allotted . 


( vill) The total quantity of newsprint (imported and indigenous to be shown 

separately ) allotted and consumed during April 1964 - - March 1965 . In 
case an applicant consumed more newsprint than what had been 
allotted for the period mentioned above , the source ( s ) from which the 
additional quantities were procured should also be indicated . 


( 1x ) Stocks and expected arrivals (to be shown separately ) against licences / 

authorisations in hand on 1st April 1965 , 


NOTES. - ( a ) Quantities of imported and indigenous newsprint should be 

shown separately ; and 
( b ) Stocks and expected arrivals (to be shown separately ) against advance 

licences / authorisations issued for 1965 - 66 should be indicated 

separately . 
( x ) Details whether the newspaper / periodical is ( a ) printed on rotary or 

flat-bed press or any other type of printing machinery , and (b ) whether 
the newsprint use is in reels or sheets, glazed or unglazed and the size 

of the reels or the sheets ; 
( xl) If sheets are used , is import actually effected in reels which are converted 

into sheets on arrival in India ? 


14 . Small newspapers whose entitlement for newsprint is less than 40 ,00 metric 
tonnes per annum will be exempted from payment of licence fee and production 
of Income- tax verification number . This exemption does not cover art paper and 
specialised requirements of newspapers . 


15 . If any actual user is not in a position to effect import himself against the 
Licence issued to him , he can apply for a letter of authority in favour of the party 
through whom he desires to effect import, provided such party hold quota certif 
cate (9 ) for newsprint, or are the sole agents of the foreign suppliers . 


18 . The weight of white printing paper ( excluding laid marked paper which 
contains mechanical wood pulp amounting to not less than 70 % of the Abre con 
tents ) falling under this S . No. should not be less than 30 grammes per square 
meter , 


17 . ( a ) Licences for art paper for cover pages and / or inside pages will be issued 
only to those periodicals which had been getting licences for art paper for cover 
pages and /or inside pages in the past ; 


( b ) No art paper will be licensed for cover pages of periodicals (printed on 
newsprint) whose average pages per publishing day are less than 50 , Such perio 
dicals will, on application , be allowed to import glazed newsprint upto 100 
grammes per square meter. In other cases, art paper will be licensed for cover 
pages , but grammage per square meter will not exceed 100 for periodicals 
(printed on newsprint) having upto 100 pages per publishing day and 135 in 
cases where the number of pages exceeds 100 . A higher grammage may be 
allowed , on the merits of each case , for cover pages of periodicals printed entirely 
on art paper . 


( c ) Art paper not exceeding 100 grammes per square meter will be allowed 
for inside pages. 


( d ) Entitlement for art paper for cover pages and / or inside pages will be 
worked out on the basis of the number of cover and / or inside pages published on 
art paper in 1957 and average circulation during 1961 -62, (as in the case of news 
print) . If, however , the certifled consumption in 1964 - 65 (Chartered Account 
ant s Certificate in the form given in Annexure III to this Public Notice to be 
furnished ) or the entitlement calculated on the basis of average number of cover 
and / or inside pages on art paper published in 1964 -65 and average certifed circu 
lation during that year ( Chartered Accountant s Certificate in the form given in 
Annexure II to this Public Notice to be furnished ) is less , the quantity allowed 
vill be based on such consumption / entitlement. 
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( e ) Normally , 50 % of the entitlement will he authorisent from indicerious 
art paper and the holance 50 % will be licensed in imported art paper , aller 
imposing a cut of 10 % . 


18 . A . U . applications for specialised requirements of newspapers, such as 
stereo fongs, rubher blankets . spare parts for printing machinery , or any other 
essential item which is not indigenously available , should he submitted , in dunlicat ? 
giving detailed justification for import and the artual consumption of canh rom 
modity duly supported by certificates from Chartered Accountants in the form 
given in Annexure III to this Public Notice . These certificates should giya details 
of the major items involved in each case and indirate consumption of indigenous 
and imported items separately by value as well as by quantity , whore porsihla . 
during 1964 - 65 . The newspaper establishments should own the printing prosses 
for which specialised requirements are applied for . Requests for the import of 
photographic materials and copper sheets for block making will be considered 
only if a newspaper maintains its own processing , i. e . block -making, department. 


Newspapers , chains groups and multiple units should submit one combined 
application for each item of specialised requirements needed by their various 
newsnapers and periodicals , giving details of these newspapers and parindicals so 
that licences to be issued against such applications may be endorsed for use of 
the item involved by them all. 


19 . Licences for art paper and specialised requirements of newspapers will be 
issued on annual basis . subject to the conditions that may be prescribed for annual 
licences in the Red Book for the year April, 1965 - March . 1966 . Licences for 
glazed and standard newsprint will also be issued on annual hasis . These licences 
will, however , be subject to the condition that they can be utilised upto 50 % and 
75 % of the quantity and value covered by them upto the 30th Septemher and 15th 
Novembar , 1965 , respectively . It will not be necessary for the actual users to 
return licenres for glazed and standard newsprint for endorsement in resrert of 
utilization of the balance 50 % or 25 % , as the case may be. Licences issued for 
standard and glazed newsprint for an annual entitlement upto Rs. 20 , 000 / -, in 
terms of value , can be utilised in one lot at any time within their validity and will 
not be subjected to the condition regarding utilization of 50 % only upto the 30th 
September , 1965 , or 75 % upto the 15th November , 1965 .
